Based on some previous discussions, I 'm extending an invitation for you, 
Tod, and two guests (e. g., your parents) to visit the McNeil River Bear 
Sanctuary this coming summer. 

There are preferred dates, given the seasonal behavior of bears around 
the falls. Also, access is strictly controlled through allowable 
numbers of people permitted in the area at any one time, in order to 
provide predictable human presence to the local bears. Most permite are 
issued to the public through an application and drawing process. I am 
allowed, however, to issue a limited number of permite on my own 
authority for special purposes.

I just met with Randy Ruaro for a fbllow up meeting on the law school concept. In the meantime I had called 
John Havelock. I had placed a call to Havelock right atter former Govemor Hickel and his group had met with us 
because Havelock's 1974 study and conclusion that a law school was inadvisable had been referenced. The next 
day the Daily News ran a Havelock column, whlch you may have seen, that endorsed a law school. I thought the 
article was possibly a coordinated effort with former Govemor Hickel, it was not When I did get in touch with 
Havelock he expressed surprise at the Hickel group's effort and was unaware of it. He was aware of Regent 
Wckersham's interest in the toplc. 

Havelock has changed his mind from 1974. He now believes a law school is appropriate for Alaska. He 
does not endorse the Hickel private law school scenario. 

There are at least three people who are promoting an Alaska law school. They are apparently 
uncoordinated: 

Hickel and AglietJ want to pursue a private law school. They claim they seek no state money just an 
endorsement They believe opposition from us will end their effort. 

Havelock advocates for a state run law school, through the University. It would cost a lot he did not 
know for sure how much, but when I asked about the Aglieti estimate of $40,000,000 Havelock thought 

that was plausible. , , , „, , , L . ,, t 

Wickersham would like a law school through the University of Alaska. It is unclear if his position has any 
traction with the regents of which he is one. If pursued it would be a cost probabty near the referenced 
$40 000 000, whlch is that large because buildings and facilities would be a component.
